DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or to fairly suggest a cochlear implant system 
comprising: a first signal representative of an acoustic information signal, for 
combination with a second signal, said second signal being capable of causing 
pseudospontaneous activity in the auditory nerve. Said pseudospontaneous activity 
being defined as "an artificially induced random pattern of activation of the auditory 
nerve for eliminating tinnitus in patients and which also aids in the perception of an 
auditory information signal"; also, said pseudospontaneous activity being caused by 1.) 
the delivery of a high rate constant pulse train, defined by the applicant's specification 
as occurring every 200 micro seconds or more frequently, 2.) broadband additive noise, 
or 3.) fluctuations in amplitude at a frequency above 2k Hz, wherein in each case, a 
stimulation unit applies the second signal directly to the auditory nerve. Since the prior 
art of record fails to specifically teach a cochlear implant wherein a signal capable of 
causing pseudospontaneous activity, as defined above, is combined with an first 
information signal and applied directly to the auditory nerve, the immediate invention is 
found novel and patentable.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney Wesolowski clarified the definition of "pseudospontaneous 
activity"; attorney also pointed out that Lippa is an improvement upon Lendhardt and is concerned with bone 
conduction hearing instead of auditory hearing, thereby failing to teach that any signal would reach the auditory nerve, 
as claimed; furthermore, Uppa's recitation of a "selected portion of the body" refers to the vestibule/saccule system. 
The Examiner will review the references and consult with SPE Curtis Kuntz prior to maintaining the prior rejection 
which cites Lippa. The Examiner will also contact Atty. Wesolowski should any questions arise with regard to the Lippa 
reference.
